Flagler, the one power man of Southern 
Florida.' He owns every hotel of note 
along the east const; -the railway from 
Jacksonville to Miami. The church is an 
elaborate structure and in wealth and ex- 
terior decorations surpasses any other 
building in St. Augustine. The plaza is

town. It U a public: park with shade

It was begun in 
130.5 as Sans Juan dc Pinos by the first 
negro slaves brought to America; finish- 
ed as San Marcos in 175C and changed to 
Fort Marion in 1S25, when the United 
Slates 'look possession. Columns might 
be written'on this ancient fort. Within 
the fort is an old bakeroom, dark cham- 
bers, guards room, a large, square court, 
103x101) feet, around this court are case 
mates, mcssrooms, storerooms, etc. Then 
comes the dnrk rooms and the dungeon, 
in which it is said tlicro were found bod- 
ies, rusty chains, o staple in the waH, 
a gold ri'ng on one of tiie skeleton's fing 
crs. instrument of torture, iron..cngos, a 
pair of boots and as Spanish inquisition 
tnlc of horror.

Considerable Racine money is invested 


in the Belcdict company, much more so 
than was sent to the E. J. Arnold Co. of 
St. Louie,. There are still other turf iff- 
v-estment oompanies besides the three 
mentioned, which have some hard earn- 
ed Kacine money in their possession and 
it is not likely the former owners of, in 
a great many cases, hard earned cash, 
will ever see their nbining shekels again. 


It is estimated that at least $iO,000 to 


$50,000 is held by Benedict, money which 
rightfully belongs to the residents^ of 
this city. The get-rich-quicfc 
concerns 


are rapidly fading out of existence and 
the presidents of each company have left 
for some secluded spot to avoid arrest. 
The raids in Chicago followed 'a general 
police' order to close all fraudulent turf 
exchanges'.' The first place visited, was 
the offices 
of 
the Brolaski t company 


where H. Brolaski and five other persons 
were taken in charge. 


Two women were in the office who 


said they had made investments but had 
been unable to get their' money back 
when they called for it. During the raid 
at the Benedict company office a num- 
ber of men called to ask that the money 
they had entrusted with the company 
be returned to them. One stated that 
he bad 51,000 invested and was unable 
to get one cent of it back. John W. 
Benedict is supposed to be the secretary 
and treasurer, but prsons at work in 
the office -said that they had never seen 
Benedict and that he was probably at 
the intin offices at South Bend, Ind.

Commercial Batter. 


Professor H. H. W<ng, at the head of 


the department of dairy husbandry at 
Cornell, in a published letter says: Com- 
mercial butter Is a product whose char- 
acter and composition are well known 
and fairly uniform. It consists mainly 
of the fat of the milk mixed with more 
or less water, curd nnd salt, all of 
which, especially the water, are moro 
or less variable. The water, however, 
cunnot be much increased or diminish- 
ed without materially. ''affecting the 
commercial qualities 'oT . the 
butter; 


hetfce It would seem that the amount 
of marketable butter churned from a 
given amount of fnt should bo fairly 
uniform, and It Is so. Commercial but- 
ter is of fairly uniform fat content; 
therefore the amount of butter that can 
be wade from one pound or 100 pounds 
of fnt can be calculated with as great 
accuracy -as the amount; of .finished 
product can be calculated from tbe raw 
material In any manufacturing process. 


The War on Infected Milk. 


In Massachusetts the sale of infected 


milk can and will be stopped by the au- 
thorities. Dr. Austin Peters, apropos of 
the discussion of the foot and month 
disease, saya: "We are granted author- 
ty by law to mafce such rules as we 
deem necessary, and they are just as 
binding ns the law that governs quar- 
antine. We have a rule that all cattle 
In quarantine are to be considered as 
affected with contagious disepe, and 
their milk is to be destroyed. All tie 
deputies c* the cattle bureau are In- 
structed to prevent any milk being sold 
from infected animals. We lose no time 
In tbe matter If we have the slightest 
suspicion that the quarantine orders 
are not obeyed to the letter."-Amerl- 
can Agriculturist.

A REMARKABLE CHANGE. 


It is certainly a charm and mystery 


to the uninitiated to leave a; . land of 
piercing cold,.drifting snow and terrible 
blizzards and after a few hours ride find 
oneself jbeneatli a most perfect sky, 
where, the sun.sheds blessing.o'er its sub- 
jects. No snow, no ice, no 
piercing 


winds to chill the blood: no leafless, life- 
less trees, no drooping flowers, nothing 
hut sunshine and gladness greets the win.

Possibly no more beautiful rendezvous 


can be found 'than St. Augustine. I 
could not help but think when I took a 
ride to the ocean that while our north- 
ern friends are clad in sealskins and ul- 


•trees, monuments and flowers. There is 
an open structure in the east end of the 
plaza pointed out as the old slave pen 
or slave market, alleged to have been of 
Spanish origin. The Spaniards never lad 
anything to do with it ..for it was not 
built until 1840 and'•was-used, for the 
sale of meats and other-:food supplies.

DESCRIPTION OF TOWN. 


But the town preserves a distinctive 


character all its 
own. The principal 


streets run north and south. The cross 
streets-at right angles, east and west. 
Treasury street is the narrowest thor- 


•hfare across which two persons may 


clasp hands. The narrow little streets, all 
paved and cleaned, with foreign names, 
overhanging balconies and high garden 
walls, are quaint and characteristic. The 
great fort, the gateway and 
the old 


houses are built of coquina, in Spanish 
meaning shell fish, a natural rock found 
on Anastasia Island just east of the city. 
It is composed of shells and shell frag- 
ments of great variety of form, color and 
size. It was first used for erecting the 
Villa Yoiayda, the greatest gambling 
house in Southern Florida. 
The archi- 


tecturing design being Moorish. Over the 
front entrance in Arabian letters are the 
words "There is no conqueror but God." 


FLAGLBR MEMORIAL CHURCH. 


Another building of. note is the memorial 
Presbyterian church, erected by H. M. 
Flakier, the one power man of Southern 
Florida.' He owns every hotel of note 
along the east coast; the railway from 
Jacksonville to Miami. The church is an

THE OLDEST HOUSE. 


Today we visited the oldest house, and 


it is indeed a rare curiosity! It is said 
to have been, built by the French Hugue- 
nots who came to St. Augustine in 1502 
with Jean Ribault. It was occupied by 
the Monks of St. Francis from 1505 to 
1550: in 1590 it became the property of 
a deputy of the Spanish government, re- 
maining in the same family until pur- 
chased by Dr. E. P. Carver in 1882 from 
whom it -passed to the present owner, 
Mrs.TE. C. Henderson in-lSOS. The inter- 
ior contains a most interesting collection 
of historical and classical' antiques. The 
knockers on the doors are.said to have 
been there over 300 years'and much of 
'the-furniture i'n the place-was used by 
the Monks. 


ATTRACTION TO TOURISTS. 


- Not "SO many years ago, the barracks 
known as the old Franciscon. Monastery, 
were.occupied by officeraiand soldiers of 
the regular army, and old. residents here 
tell of the many dress parades they wit- 
nessed. 


Another curiosity is the new bridge 


which connects St. Augustine, and Anas- 
tasia Island. It is 1BOO feet long and is 
the only road to the Atlantic 
ocean. 


Hundreds of tourists cross the 
bridge 


daily and visit the seashore where beau- 
tiful seashells are gathered. 


THE MAGICAL SPRING. 


The Ponce de Leon spring.is located a 


few miles from the city and is a spot 
much sought by visitors. Ponce de Leon 
is said to have discovered Florida in 1512. 
He believed there was a perpetual foun- 
tain of youth located 
somewhere and 


went out in search of it. This spring out- 
sirle of St. Augustine, is the one he dis- 
covered-and it is said he imbibed the ac- 
cuapina for many years,' retaining his 
youth and vitality. Many old men and 
women fhave drank the water but the re- 
storation of youth did not'.follow. , I did 
not drink it. It is a hole:in the ground 
with no protection and bugs swim in 
the water. 


THE FINEST ATTRACTION. 


DEAD CHIEF'S EPITAPH/ '

TEST OF TWO': SYSTEMS. 


,.'ror tlie years 1303.1004, and 1905, a'c'-1 


(cording to the tax. commission's .draft1, 
the license fee system of taxing railroads 
-js, to continue and,during the years 1904T 
and 1905 the two systems, license fee and' 
advalorem, are to be in force together. 


It is provided that for the years speci- 


fied the railroad shall pay the license fee 
as at present, and'that there also shall 
be a tax levy made by the state board 
consisting of the tax commissioners, on 
the value of the railroad property. If 
the tax levy against any company ex- 
ceeds the amount of money paid in li- 
cense fees on the gross earnings the dif- 
ference shall be paid into the state 
treasury by the company. If the tax 
levy is less than the-amount paid in li- 
cense fees the difference is to be return- 
ed to the company, by the state treasur- 
er. 
- 


The reason assigned by the tax com- 


mittee for a dual system during 1B04 and 
1005 is that a gradual change will work 
with this complication better than an 
abrupt one. It also is practically ad- 
mitted by the commissioners that it will 
require substantially two years for any 
board to arrive at a correct first valua- 
tion of such vast properties as those of 
the railroad corporations, but the idea 
promulgated through the assembly com-- 
mittece seems to be that an assessment 
can-be made at once. 


• TO STOP TRAP SHOOTING. 


- Senator Bird introduced a bill by re- 
quest today providing . that whoever 
keeps or uses a live pigeon, fowl, or oth- 
er-bird, for the purpose of a target, or- 
to he shot at, either for amusement or' 
as a test of skill in marksmanship, or 
shoots at a bird S;D used or kept, or is a 
ptirty to such shooting, or lets any prem- 
ises for such purposes; or knowingly per- 
mits such shooting, shall be fined not to 
exceed $50 or punished'by imprisonment 
not to exceed thirty days. 


It is provided also in the bill that it 


shall not be- cons-trued to apply to the 
thootiug of wild game. 


The bill was sent hero by the Wiscon- 


sin Humane society and was introduced 
by request. 


Yesterday was the last day for intro- 


duction of new bills in the legislature 
and when the two houses adjourned last 
night 030 had been presented. This is 
fifty-three less .than the number at the 
close of new business two years ago. Six 
hundred and thirteen bills have been in- 
troduced in the assembly and 337 in the 
senate, against 615 in the assembly and 
3S8 in tlie senate two years ago. At tho 
present session the introduction of new 
business was shut off a week earlier than 
two years ago. 


•Assemblyman Dudgeon of Madison in- 


troduced a bill prohibiting bucket shops 
IB this state. 


Assemblyman Kchreih of Milwaukee 


presented a bill, amending the present 
marriage license law so as to abolish the 
requirement for a lapse of five days be- 
l.ween the time the license is issued and 
the ceremony is performed. 


Senator Johnson presented a bill for 


the establishment of a sanitarium for 
tuberculosis diseases and for an appro- 
priation of. $100,000 for the purchase: of 
a site and the, erection of buildings, to- 
gether with $1,000 a month for current 
expenses. 


Senator McGillivray introduced a bill 


to levy a tax of one-fourth of a mill for

The eiecntive of the local govern- 


ment ia Prince Edtrard Island has en- 
tered into an agreement with a com- 
pany ot Canadian and American capi- 
talists whereby the latter will erect 
and maintain for thirty years a*cold 
storage warehouse in each county to 
the province, with sufficient capacity 
to accommodate and provide cold stor- 
age for all animal and agricultural 
products of.the province. 
The com- 


pany agree* to upend $250,000 the first 
year and $40,000 annually in wages for 
a period of thirty years. The govern- 
ment will guarantee the issue of the 
company's bonds, and the company 
will be exempt from all taxation. Oper- 
ations on this exact plan would hardly 
Drove greatly beneficial to the creamery 
interest in the United States, rays 
Creamery Journal, but there ought to 
be some movement inaugurated look- 
ing toward improved refrigerating fa- 
cilities for country creameries. 
The 


average creamery cooler costs the own- 
er of It a good many dollars each year, 
money which might be saved by a mod- 
ern refrigerator. Give us more perfect 
iceboxes, and the creamerymen will 
have better butter to sell and more 
money to spend. 


Commercial Butter. 


Professor H. H. Wing, at the head of 


the department of dairy husbandry at 
Cornell, in a published letter says: Com- 
mercial butter is a product whose char- 
acter and composition are well known 
end fairly nn-ifonn. It consists mainly 
of the fat of the milk mixed with more 
or less water, curd and salt, all of 
which, especially the water, are moro 
or less variable. The water, however, 
cannot be much increased or diminish- 
ed,, without materially,' 'affecting the 
commercial qualities 
Wf the butter; 


hence It would seem that the amount 
6f marketable butter churned from a 
given amount of fat should be fairly 
uniform, and it is so. Commercial but- 
ter is ot fairly uniform fat content; 
therefore the amount of butter that can 
be mn.de from one pound or 100 pounds 
of fat can be calculated with as great 
-accuracy - as the amount -,of finished 
product can be calculated from the raw 
material In any manufacturing process. 


The War on Infected Ml lie. 


In. Massachusetts the sale of infected 


milk can and will be stopped by the au- 
thorities. Dr. Austin' Peters, apropos of 
the discussion of the foot and mouth 
disease, saya: "We are granted author- 
ity by law to mate such rules as we 
deem' necessary, and they are just as 
binding as the law that governs quar- 
antine. We have a rule that-all cattle 
In- quarantine are to be considered as 
affected with contagions disec^e, and 
their milk is to be destroyed. Ail the 
deputies ot the cattle bureau are in- 
structed to prevent any milk being sold 
from infected animals. "We lose no time 
In the matter if we have the slightest 
suspicion that the quarantine orders 
are not obeyed to the letter."—Ameri- 
can Agriculturist. 


Wee* Out the Kanpnyer*. 


Our dairymen are usually too conserv- 


ative In not cutting out for sale the 
unprofitable milk cows of the herd. 
This is in part due to the faet that they 
'have.:a strong demand for-milk and 
-.butter; and are inclined t»:the opinion 
•that every cow hi the herd Is a paying 
•investment. That*might: be. true If 
'they-did-not eat good hay and grain. 
Bnt add: to this the labor of feeding, 
milking-, driving and sheltering these 
doubtful ones in the herd and we have 
cause enough to blacklist the nonpay- 
ing members of the family^ How can 
you know "t'other from which" unless 
yon use scales and Babcocktest? Ton 
can't.—Farm and Ranch. 


D.iJrr Kote«. 


Skim the milk before the cream Is 


sour. 


If the cream Is excessively BOUT, 


there will be a loss of butter fat. 


When the cows have been long in 


milk, the churning becomes more diffi- 
cult. 


Working out the buttermilk and 


.working in the salt are where the over- 
working Is done. 


Ail the cream should be stirred''thor- 


oughly every time fresh cream Is add- 
ed. 


One of the principal causes of butter 


becoming rancid is the buttermilk left 
in it 


One cause of soft butter, especially 


in winter, is churning too long. The 
churn should always be stopped when 
the butter is In granular form. 


Always churn as soon as there la 


cream enough .".nd sufficient acidity 
develops. If cream is held beyond that. 
It will be injured. 


Cream should not be allowed to get 


too warm while ripening. Keep it at 
about 60 degrees. 
If allowed to be- 


come too warm, the butter will come 
soft and white.
